Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of a phosphoric acid derivative represented by the formula 
in claims 13 and 14 is novel and non-obvious. The closest prior art is by Uraguchi 
(JACS, 2004, pp 5356-5357). Applicant submitted an Affidavit which declares that 
authors Uraguchi and Terada were also co-authors on the cited JACS reference. In light 
of this Affidavit, the 102(a) rejection (inadvertently set forth as 102(b)) is hereby 
withdrawn. Therefore there is no prior art that teaches the instant compounds, thus the 
claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated nor obvious.
